tion of all providon that "all person!! con- 
fined in jail on <r ehttrt/c of having commitlud 
a misdemeanor or petty oiTetico may bo em- 
ployed in liko manner from Iho time of im- 
prisonment until the timo of trial, mid if up- 
on trial such pernon shall bo acquitted, ho 
shall bo paid not less than !'."< cents nor moro 
than $1 per duy,as tho presiding justice may 
contract; provided that before trial and cou- 
viction no person shall bo held to labor 
without his consent." 
Tho fourth section 


requires sheriffs to capture escaped, convicts 
and return them to their employers, in which 
caso all the labor previously performed is 
forfeited, and the convict is compelled to 
recommence his term of labor, and continue 
until tho expiration of the full time of Uio 
contract made by tho justice. 


There is no reference to race, color, or 


previous condition of servitude in tho law, 
but it is obvious that a colored nuui could 
easily bo lined an amount that would keep 
him at work for tho remainder of his natu- 
ral life.

with my grass seed, when I sued down in 
the Fall, and with Uio Lest of results. 
I 


have now about two acres which were seeded 
in August, aud, notwithstanding tho severe 
dry weather, I Imvo n good catch of grass, 
ftnd tlie turnips aro doing well. Tho broad 
leaven of tho turnips protect the young grass 
from tho scorching rays of tho sun, without 
which protection Iho grass would have 
before this been entirely dried up; as it iss 
I shall save my grass and raise a few huu 
dred bushels of turnips, nnd if as fortunate 
as I have generally been, next Summer I 
shall cut about four tuns of hay. 
On part 


of theso two acres I had a crop of early 
potatoes, on tho other a crop of oats, before 
I needed down. Last Fall I raised about a 
thousand bushels of turnips in the same 
manner. Tho turnip has a lou« root which 
penetrates tho soil to n. great depth, 
and 


what nutriment is taken from tho soil is 
obtained at a depth to which the grass roots 
rarely 
leaves 


penetrate, and through its broad 
it obtains a largo amount of suste- 


nance from tho atmosphere. Hence, like 
clover, its tendency is to enrich rather than 
impoverish tho soil." 


SiiKLi'siiix MATS.—To rcako 
sheepskin 


mats wash, whilo fresh, in strong soapsuds, 
first picking from tho wool all the dirt that 
will como out. A little kerosene, a tablo- 
spoonful to three gallons of water, will aid 
in removing tho impurities. 
Continue to 


wash the skiii iu fresh suds till it is white 
and clean. Then dissolve a half pound each 
nf salt and alum iu three pints of boiling 
water, put it into water enough to cover the 
skin, which should soak into tho solution 
twelve hours, and then bo hung on a line 
to drni.'i. 
When nearly dry, nail it wool- 


side in on a board, or the side of a bam, to 
dry. 
Rub into the skin an ounce each of 


pulveri/.odalum aud saltpeter, and if the 
skin is largo double tho quantity. Hub for 
an hoiK- or two. Fold the skin sides to- 
gether, nud hang the mat away for three 
days, rubbing it every day, or till perfectly 
dry. Thou with a blunt knife cler.r the skin 
of impurities, rub it with pumice or rotten 
stone, trim it into sha'pc, aud you have a 
door mat that will last a lifetime.
